Enquiries of Consular Officers. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade desires 
to point out to British manufacturers and merchants who may wish 
to obtain information in regard to trade matters, including the names 
of importers and of possible agents, in foreign countries, that it is 
desirable that application should first be made to the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., before 
communications are addressed to H.M. Consular officers abroad. By 
the adoption of this course much delay would be avoided by the 
enquirer in those cases in which the Intelligence Branch is already in 
possession of the required information. 


Particular attention is drawn to the advisability, when communi- 
cating with British Consular officers, of addressing such officers by 
their official designations, and not by their names, in order to avoid 
possible delay. The adoption of the latter course is liable to involve 
considerable inconvenience and delay to enquirers, owing to possible 
changes in the Consular staff.

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FOREIGN TRADE OF JAPAN AND COREA IN 1911. 


H.M. Commercial Attaché at Yokohama (Mr. E. I’. Crowe) has 
furnished, under date 18th January, the following information 
regarding the trade of Japan and Corea in 1911 :— | 

The value of the foreign trade of Japan (excluding the foreign 
trade of Formosa and Corea and the trade between Japan proper 
and Formosa and Corea) in 1911, as compared with 1910 and with

Two factors stand out pre-eminent in a review of the trade of 
1911, viz., the revision of the Japanese tariff and the revolution 
in China. Heavy importation immediately before the coming into 
operation of the new rates of duty under the revised Japanese 
tariff caused a large excess of imports in May, June and July; 
but as the exports during the closing months of the year 
generally exceed the imports, this would to a certain extent have 
preserved the trade balance. Just, however, when the position 
seemed to be improving and a feeling of confidence was being restored, 
the revolution in China occurred and upset all calculations. Next to 
the United States, China is Japan’s best customer, and the temporary 
paralyzing of trade by the disturbances was a severe blow to Japan, 
particularly to Osaka. After the negotiations began at Shanghai 
matters improved somewhat; but even so, the export trade to China 
in October and November was valued at only £2,200,000, as compared 
with £4,150,000 in the corresponding period of 1910, in spite of the 
fact that the export trade in the earlier part of 1911 showed a con- 
siderable advance on that of the corresponding period of the previous 
year, which advance would presumably have continued. Nearly every 
line of business suffered with the exception of such articles as shoes, 
hats and caps, and barbers’ requisites. 

.The amount of goods imported into Japan in anticipation of the 
‘increased rates of duty was, on the whole, less than might have been 
expected. ‘The imports from all countries for the three months May, 
June and July, 1911, were valued at £18,290,000, as compared with 
an average of £11,296,000 for the similar periods of 1909 and 1910, 
an increase of 63 per cent.; the imports from the United Kingdom 
were 86 per cent. greater, those from Germany 126 per cent. greater, 
and those from the United States 69 per cent. greater. It would not 
be fair, however, to assume that the whole increase for these months 
was due to anticipation of the new tariff. 

The results of the increase of duties were not so great as might 
have been expected. In the case of textiles it is true that there was 
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practically a complete stoppage of imports after July last, the 
total value of the imports of textiles and manufactures thereof for the 
months of August, September and October being only £120,000, as 
compared with £1,250,000 for the similar period in the preceding year. 

In metals, which were the other main item on which the duties 
were greatly increased, the new tariff did not make much difference, 
and imports continued to come in freely. For instance, for the single 
month of November the values of the imports in 1909, 1910, and 1911 
of all metals were £273,000, £392,000, and £399,000 respectively. 
Moreover, most of the merchants dealing in metals claim to have 
had a very good year. 

As usual, rice was a most important factor in the year’s business. 
The 1910 crop was a very bad one, amounting only to 46,600,000 koku 
(koku=4°96 bushels), as compared with a normal crop of 49,000,000 
koku, and the result was that, in spite of large imports of foreign 
rice, the price went up in the summer of 1911 to the extraordinary 
height of over 20 yen per koku (about 8s. 2d. per bushel). This was 
partly ascribable to speculation, and for a time transactions on the 
principal Rice Exchanges were suspended, and the Government re- 
duced the duty on imported rice. But as crops elsewhere had also 
failed, the peculiar phenomenon was witnessed of a large re-export 
business being done to China with Saigon rice. Fortunately the 1911 
crop was a good one. The official estimates put it down as 53,000,000 
koku (see “ Board of Trade Journal ” of 2nd November, 1911, p. 245), 
but it is now rumoured that the actual outturn may be no more 
than 49,000,000 koku. 

As regards imports generally, apart from the question of the tariff, 
there were no very striking changes, with the exception of the large 
increases in all kinds of fertilisers, and the sudden advance in the 
import of steamers from 8, valued at £23,000, in 1909, and 13, valued 
at £70,000, in 1910, to 50, valued at £370,000, in 1911. Many of 
these are steam trawlers, on which the new duty falls very lightly, as 
it is levied per ton instead of ad valorem, and the trawling business 
has developed in a remarkable way in recent months. There was also 
a notable advance in the imports of all kinds of machinery, more 
particularly electrical machinery, and of electric wire. 

The revolution in China had such a marked effect on exports. 
that comparison with previous years is misleading, but here again 
there were no very great alterations. The exports of raw silk, 
silk piece goods, and tea remained at about the same level. 

One of the remarkable developments of recent years has been the 
increased use of bicycles, and also ot rubber tyres for jinrikishas (in 
this connection see p. 489). The time may come when there will be 
a good demand for motor tyres. In spite of the comparative poorness 
of the country and of the bad roads and insecure bridges, motoring 
has made rapid strides in Japan during the last twelve months (see 
p. 405). 


Corea.—Throughout 1911 business was good in Corea. Imports 
and exports for the eleven months ended November amounted in 
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value to £6,690,000 (imports £4,977,000, exports excluding gold, 
£1,713,000), as against £6,093,000, and £5,400,000 for the whole 
of 1910 and 1909 respectively. When the figures for December 
come to be added it will be found that the value of the imports 
far exceeds that in the boom year 1908, which even up to 
November it surpasses. The imports from the United Kingdom 
into Corea made a considerable advance, the figures for, the 
eleven months being £730,000, compared with £635,000 and 
£664,000 for the whole of 1910 and 1909. Nearly half of this 
is contributed by cotton piece goods, in which Japan is Lancashire’s 
greatest competitor. 

For a long time to come, Corea must remain chiefly an agricultural 
and mining country. As regards agriculture, her rice crop will 
doubtless grow considerably in future when the farmers learn the use 
of, and can afford to import, such fertilisers as sulphate of ammonia, for 
which there should later be a good demand ; while the abolition of the 
export duty will also give a considerable impetus to trade in rice 
with Japan. Beans and cotton likewise give promise of becoming 
important exports in the near future. 

The Corean miner is amongst the best in the world, but his 
methods are primitive, and the appearance of water compels him 
to leave many a promising shaft. Once foreign companies with 
sufficient capital at their disposal, as well as experience gained in 
other countries, undertake mining in earnest in Corea, there should 
be important developments. ‘There are several successful gold mines 
in Corea worked by foreign companies. With placer mining, it is 
hoped that the introduction of a New Zealand type of dredger will 
cause a large increase in production. Most of the gold obtained is 
bought by the Imperial mint. The export of gold in 1911 up to 
November exceeded £1,000,000. 

In addition to gold, there are important iron mines near Chinnampo 
which supply the Japanese Government foundry at Wakamatsu with 
50 per cent. of its iron ore requirements, an anthracite mine near 
Ping Yang from the output of which the Japanese Navy makes 
its patent briquettes, and there are said to be good prospects for a 
copper mine owned by a foreign syndicate at Kapsan. 

The Coreans have shown by their adoption of kerosene and sewing 
machines that they can appreciate and become large buyers of the 
products of civilisation if only these are brought to their doors at a 
moderate price. There is consequently every prospect of good busi- 
ness being done in future in British goods if manufacturers will devote 
attention to the market. There is at present, however, only one 
British firm of importers established in the country. (3,103.)

Under the Circular of 1911 the Customs Authorities were em- 
powered to admit, as properly marked, all consignments of paper in 
which the watermark constituted a ‘“ false description” merely on the 
ground that the necessary counter-indication as to origin was omitted 
therefrom, provided that the indication of origin was correctly given 
on every wrapper in which any packet of such paper was made up. 

It is stated in the Circular under notice that experience gained 
in the working of this concession has convinced the Government of 
India that it fails to provide adequate safeguards for the trade having 
regard to the local. custom of selling paper in quantities smaller than 
one ream, whilst the concession has also been found, in other respects, 
to work unsatisfactorily. 

The Government of India have, therefore, decided to revert to the 
procedure in force before the issue of the regulations contained in the 
Customs Circular of 1911, and to require counter-indications of 
origin on each sheet of paper in question.

’ 85 per cent., and 60 per cent. respectively on the official valuations are 
to pay an additional 5 per cent. on those valuations ; the specific duties 
levied on certain goods under Article 6 of the Tariff Law of the 23rd 
December, 1897, are to be increased by 10 per cent., except in the case 
of sugar and wheat flour; goods which are now free of duty under 
Article 7 of the Tariff Law are to pay 5 per cent. on the official 
valuations, with a few exceptions, the principal being: printing 
paper, coal, steel axles, tyres and wheels, implements for use in 
agriculture and mining, samples, crude petroleum, and raw cotton 
for factories. 

Carriages and automobiles are to pay a duty of 15 per cent. ad 
valorem (the existing duty is 60 per cent. ad valorem). 

Custom houses are to be established at Sandy Point and in the 
Magallanes Territory, and duties on certain merchandise are to be 
levied in those places at the same rates as in the rest of the country : 
the reshipment of gocds from these ports to minor ports is pro- 
hibited. 

A further notice will be published in the “‘ Board of Trade Journal ” 
as soon as the text of the Law is received.

Connection with ith the object of securing an outlet to the sea for 
the Coastat Beira. 1), Nyasaland Protectorate. In view of the great 
advantages which such a project would confer on the trade and 
development of Nyasaland, H.M. Government have approved of the 
Protectorate Government assisting the undertaking, in the event 
of certain arrangements being completed, by entering into an agree- 
ment with the British Central Africa Company, whereby the latter 
Government will purchase the public lands to which the Shiré 
Highlands Railway Company is entitled under the terms of its 
agreement with the Government, and will guarantee interest for 
a term of years on the capital required for the extension of the Shiré 
Highlands Railway from Port Herald to the northern bank of the 
Zambesi. 

Application has been made to the Portuguese Secunia for their 
consent to the passage of the railway through Portuguese territory. 

’ Simultaneously, arrangements are being made for the construction 
of a line of railway through the Mozambique Company’s territory 
from Beira to a point on the Southern bank of the Zambesi, opposite 
the river terminus of the Shiré Highlands extension ; and the agree- 
ment provisionally approved by H.M. Government as to the northern 
section is made dependent on the construction of the Beira-Zambesi 
section.

sailing to non-Spanish ports in Europe or on the African or Asiatic 
coasts of the Mediterranean shall pay at the first Spanish port where 
they ship cargo or passengers an impost of 0°75 pesetas per net 
registered ton. This figure will be reduced to 0°50 pesetas if the ship 
reserves more than 10 per cent. of her net tonnage cargo space for the 
transport of Spanish goods, and to 0°25 pesetas if over 20 per cent. is 
reserved. ‘These reductions apply only to merchandise the freight on 
which does not exceed that in torce for similar goods at Hamburg, 
Antwerp, and Southampton in the case of merchandise intended for 
ports in the North and North-West of Spain. Vessels loading fresh 
fruits exclusively will be exempt from the impost. Payment may 
be made either at the Spanish port or by means of an annual payment 
in advance of 2 pesetas per net registered ton. (X, 17.)

TRIPOLI. 

H.M. Embassy at Rome report that plans have been prepared for 
Projected the improvement of the port of Tripoli, which the 

oje Italian Government propose to undertake at once. 
Improvement of Mh actual size of the harbour is 1,800 metres by 
Port of Tripoli. 1,500. The depth averages from 7 to 10 metres, 
so that, with the removal of the rocks, steamers of considerable 
tonnage will be able to use the harbour. The rocks to the north, 
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which have at present two or three metres of water on them, could be 
converted, with comparatively little difficulty, into a most serviceable 
breakwater and defence. It would further be necessary to run out 
two small moles or piers and .put a light on the end of each, and on 
these moles would be placed stores, cranes, and ultimately workshops. 

The first work to be undertaken by the contractors will be the 
construction of a mole, 650 metres long, and the running out of iron 
jetties or piers, so as to interfere as little as possible with the traffic 
of the port. At the same time, the dredging and blasting of the 
rocks will take place. It is estimated that the first section of the 
work will cost two million lire (£80,000), and will take a year to 


complete. (C. 1,133.)

Otaru.—A beginning is to be made this financial 
year (1912) with the second portion of the Otaru Harbour scheme, 
which consists of the reclamation of the foreshore between Wakatake- 
cho and Minato Machi, some six acres in extent, and the construction 
of a pier. This section is to be divided into three parts, work being 
first begun on the first part:—(1) Reclamation from Wakatake to 
Katsunai; (2) reclamation from Katsunai to Minato Machi; (3) 
wharves and pier. ‘The Kumausu tunnel will be done away with as 
part of the Otaru Municipality Harbour scheme, thereby improving 
the communication between Otaru and Hariusu. 

Minato Machi is in the centre of the town, Wakatake-cho in the 
south. Kumausu lies a mile or so to the south-east, and Hariusu 
about five miles in the same direction. 

Hakodate (see p. 353 of the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 18th 
May, 1911).—It is reported that the passenger pier is to be widened 
to twice its present width, and nearly one acre of land reclaimed 
between the pier and the station for the handling of cargo. ‘The 
Governor-General of the Hokkaido has assented to the commencement 
this financial year of the widening of the pier and the reclamation of 
nearly half an acre of land. In addition to the above, a line is to 
be laid along the pier and goods sidings on the sea front of the 
station. 

Muroran.—It is expected that 9 per cent. of the reclamation work 
on the west side of the harbour, which was begun last year, will be 
finished this financial year, and the whole work completed next year. 
An area of 14 acres will be set apart for timber. Railway lines are 
to be laid along the sea front as at Otaru and Hakodate.

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ARGENTINA. 


Quoting from a report issued from the German Consulate at Buenos 
Use of Modern Aires, the “ Nachrichten fiir Handel’”’ ( Berlin) of 
Drilling Machines 6th February states that, nowadays, very little 
ne S it sowing of corn and linseed is carried on by hand 
— = in Argentina. The appliance commonly in use is 
the broad-cast sowing machine, but the superior advantages of the 
modern drill are being everywhere recognised by Argentine farmers, 
and the drill is consequently gradually replacing the broad-cast 
sower. In the agricultural districts out West, especially in Pampa 
Central, the use of the drill predominates, while the broad-cast sower 
is still much used in the districts of Santa Fé and Entre Rios. The 
great advantage of the drilling machine for Argentina lies in the 
circumstance that by its use the seed is uniformly and rather deeply 
pressed into the ground, so that the moisture of the svil, which, in 
Argentina, is often deficient during the germinating period, is utilised 
in the best possible manner. Moreover, the saving in the quantity 
of seed required is generally recognised, and amounts to 20—25 per 
cent. compared with the broad-cast sower. Agricultural machinery 
makers have adapted their machines to local conditions. Little 
hindrance is, as a rule, encountered from stones, but, on the other 
hand, weeds are very troublesome. The Argentine drilling machine 
usually has fixed in front of each drill-funnel a concave and slightly- 
slanting revolving screw, about 10 inches in diameter, which dis- 
lodges any weeds and clods, and opens up a two to three inch groove 
in which the seeds drop.

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


According to the “ Handelsmuseum” (Vienna) of 8th February, the 
Austrian Flax condition of the Austrian flax spinning industry 
Industry in 1911. “™* not too good in 1911, owing to some extent 
’ to the poor quality of the Austrian raw flax and 
of most of that imported from Russia. The industry was also greatly 
handicapped by labour troubles and lack of water power. Owing to 
the higher prices of raw material and to the increased cost of pro- 
duction, efforts were made to send up yarn prices, but these attempts 
were only partially successful. The prices of tow yarn, in particular, 
were so low that a number of spinners had to close down their works 
in the autumn. Exports of yarn were unsatisfactory. Germany was 
disposed to buy, but little trade was done with the United Kingdom 
and Italy, and the result was to increase stocks for the home market. 
The flax weaving industry was kept very busy during 1911, but 
prices were not very remunerative, so that the financial results were 
not so satisfactory as might have been expected.

H.M. Vice-Consul at Smyrna (Mr. C. E. Heathcote Smith) reports, 
Olive Oil Yield in under date 27th January, that the olive oil yield in 
Smyrna District that district this season is estimated at 65,000- 

' 70,000 tuns, as compared with a yield of 34,000 
tuns in 1910-11, and with an average yield of 66,000 tuns. The 
demand at present is weak. Much of the oil, however, has not yet 
reached the market, as the season is somewhat late and except at 
Aivali gathering has only now really started. Stocks from last year’s 
olive crop are almost depleted. 

The yield of Aivali oil is above the average of 10,000 tuns this 
year, and the quality is also better than usual. The prices of this oil, 
which enjoys a high reputation, are: “ extra virgin edible” £4 4s. per 
100 kilogs., second quality, £3 4s. At Mitylene there is a bumper 
crop yielding excellent oil, and the maximum yield of 30,000 tuns is 
expected. ‘The native merchants being in need of money at present, 
facilities to them would doubtless procure lower prices, but in any 
case the price is expected shortly to fall to £26 or lower. Second 
quality Aidin oil for February, March and April shipment has been 


dealt in at the equivalent of £37 per tun c.i.f. United Kingdom.

According to a report in the “ Board of Trade Labour Gazette ” for 
State of the February,* based on 6,062 statistical returns, viz., 
Labour Market 3,078 returns from trade unions (relating to 
i Sean 820,874 workpeople) and 2,984 returns from 
y: employers (relating to 1,290,614 workpeople), 
employment in January continued good on the whole. It was 
adversely affected by the important dispute in the cotton trade, and 
by disputes in the hosiery and lace curtain trades.

Underwriters - Ponting out that the quality of the rubber insulated 
Saiiieitons wire manufactured in Canada under the former 


underwriters’ code has been much inferior to 
British and some United States makes, and at the last general 
meeting of underwriters in New York a new specification was adopted. 
Accordingly, at a meeting at Toronto between the Canadian wire 
manufacturers and the electrical engineers of the Canadian Fire 
Underwriters’ Association an agreement was reached whereby the old 
code rubber wire will not be accepted at all after Ist January, 1913. 
A copy of the 1911 National Code, containing the new specification, 
may be seen by British manufacturers at the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch of the Board of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.

NORWAY: 


The British Vice-Consul at Skien (Mr. C. Stousland) has furnished 
the following information regarding the development of that district :— 


At the end of the year 1911 the large saltpetre works at Saaheim and 
"Pe Ea the giant power station at Rjukan (see the “ Board 
Skien ommend of Trade Journal” of 23rd December, 1909, pp. 

’ 577-8) were completed. This power station, 
which has 10 dynamos each of 14,000 h.p., produces about 90,000 
tons of saltpetre per annum, and employs for this about 40,000 tons 
of limestone. Work is now in progress to render possible the use 
of the water a second time over for the generation of power. The 
water from the turbines of the above-mentioned power station is 
to be taken through a tunnel in the mountain side 3—3} miles 
long to a new power station under construction near Saaheim, where 
another saltpetre factory is also being built. When in the course of 
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afew years this second undertaking is finished, it is estimated that 
the annual production of saltpetre in the Vestfjord Valley will reach 
about 180,000 tons, requiring about 80,000 tons of limestone. 

At Notodden there are factories for saltpetre, carbide of calcium, 
paper, timber and electric smelting, together with various smaller 
undertakings. ‘The electric power available is 60,000-70,000 h.p., 
obtained from the Sveelgfos, Tinfos, and Lienfos waterfalls. The 
construction has been begun of a railway westwards from Kongsberg 
to Juxe and Notodden. 

The question of improved canal communication between Skien and 
Nordsjé is under discussion, and it is thought that the Bratsberg 
local council will decide in June, 1912, whether the present canal 
shall be made more convenient in arrangement, or shall be widened, 
or whether a completely new canal shall be built. 

The increase in the value of forests, which is so strongly marked 
throughout Norway, seems to prevail in a particular degree in the 
Bratsberg Prefecture. The reason is to be found in the enormous 
consumption of spruce fir for the manufacture of paper, and in the 
unusual market for building materials of fir and pine in all dimensions 
continually afforded by new buildings, especially in East Telemarken. 
In the Vice-Consul’s opinion, it is hardly possible for the ordinary 
saw mills and planing mills to use timber at the prices now obtained 
by the forest owners. (C. 656.)

H.M. Commercial Attaché at Yokohama (Mr. E. F. Crowe) reports 
Establishment of that a British cycle manufacturing firm have estab-

Saetery. most modern machinery. his factory was to 
begin work in January. It will be able to turn 

out complete bicycles, importing only the steel tubing and the chains 
and certain accessories such as saddles, bells, and lamps. It is 
proposed shortly to begin manufacturing bicycle saddles in Japan. 
The factory is expected to turn out 1,000—1,500 bicycles a month 
with its present plant, which can be enlarged if necessary. Probably 
three grades of bicycle will be made to suit the requirements of the 
market. In addition to complete bicycles, bicycle parts for sale to 
assemblers throughout the country will be produced, and also 
jinrikisha wheels, for which a good demand is anticipated.

This publication, which contains much more detailed and 
exhaustive information than can be given in the Monthly Accounts, gives 
in the first volume abstract tables for the years 1906-1910, and detailed 
statements of imports and exports of each article consigned from and to 
each country; in the second volume details as to Customs revenue, 
transhipments and articles in bond, with particulars of the trade of the 
United Kingdom with each foreign country and British Possession, and of 
the trade at each port of the United Kingdom; and in the supplement a 
classification on the basis followed in Volumes I. and II. of the “ Annual 
Statement ”’ for 1908 and earlier years. 

It may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 
limited period.

The arrangement inaugurated on 1st January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered. For- 
merly no charge was made for admission to the Register, the only 
requirement being subscription to the “ Board of Trade Journal: ” 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount. of information distributed, having réndered it necessary 
to make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising 
this source of information are required to pay an annual fee 
of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of Trade, White- 
hall Gardens, London, S.W., for the service, including the supply 
of the “Board of Trade Journal,” instead of merely subscribing 
to the “Journal,” as previously, through the Government Sale 
Agents. British firms who wish to have their names registered 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. | 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1911, 1,091 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 142,032) were des- 
patched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which the 
Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,130 Circular 
letters and copies totalling 74,203 sent out in 1910. 

Note.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).

There is a Sample Room at the offices of the Branch, where, in 
addition to samples illustrative of reports of H.M. Consuls or of the 
Correspondents or Special Commissioners of the Board of Trade, 
specimens of special interest that may be received from India, the 
Colonies, &c.; are exhibited from time to time. ,
